REPORT NO 2.--JOINT BOARD OF FINANCE. 
To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference : 

Dear FATHERS AND BretTHREN :—The Joint Board has had under considera- 

tion, the report of Rev. T. L. Mellen in relation to the status of the Van Houten 


Bequest. We return to him our thanks for his successful labor in our behalt, 
and adopt his report as our report : 


To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippt Annual Conference, of the Methodist Eipis- 
copal Church, South, to be held in Hazlehurst, Mississippt, December 7, 1893 : 


‘Dear Faruers AND BRETHREN :—Soon after the adjournment of our last an- 
nual session, acting under the authority conferred on me by this Conference, 
I put myself in communication with Geo. M. Barton, Esq., 16 Madison street, 
Memphis, Tenn., and made inquiry concerning the history and status of the 
Van Houten Trust Fund, of which his late father, the .Rev. W. P. Barton, so 
long an honored member of this Conference, had been our trusted agent. Bro. 
Barton responded promptly and with his letter of December 21, 1892, sent me 
a copy of the report made by his father to this Conference in 1875. The report 
of Bro. W. P. Barton, and my correspondence with his son Geo. M. Barton, are 
herewith presented, that they be referred to the Joint Board of Finance for 
examination, and then that they be all spread upon the minutes of this Con- 
ference for future use and information; the originals to be deposited with the 
Treasurer of the Board of Trustees of the Conference Endowment Fund. 

Having ascertained all needful facts from Bro. Geo. M. Barton, I proceeded 
to Goodman, Miss., to settle with Mr. W. R. Nelson, (whose petition to this Con- 
ference at our last session had led to my appointment in this matter) on the 
best terms possible, his claim against our Conference, arising trom his having 
bought from Bro. W. P. Barton, property in the town of Goodman, in which 
the Van Houten Funds or a remnant of the Fund had been invested ; and the 
title to which had proven defective. 

Aiter considerable discussion, I agreed to pay to Mr. Nelson Four Hundred 
and Fitty Dollars out of the Van Houten Fund in full payment of any and all 
claims at law or in equity, by him held, sustained or claimed against the Mis- 
sissippi Annual Conference or W. P. Barton, as agent for this Conference or W. 
P. Barton individually or his estate or his heirs, by reason of the breech of 
warranty in or under the deed from Barton to Nelson of J anuary 18, 1884. As 
will appear by a very comprehensive receipt given by Mr. W. R, Nelson, Janu- 
ary 18, 1803,in the presence of Messrs. W. J. Nelson and R. E. Anderson. 
This receipt is presented with this report and should take the course indicated 
for the correspondence, as should also Mr. Nelson’s petition .which was pre- 
sented to this Conference last year by Rey. R. G. Porter of the North Missis- 
sippi Conference. 

Having paid Mr. Nelson $450, there remains a balance of $625, due by the 


estate of Bro. W. P. Barton, which was unsecured save by the integrity of his. 


family. To evidence this balance Bro. Geo. M. Barton gave his two notes bear- 
ing date March 1, 1893, one for $300 due in three years, the other for $325 due 


_ the proper Treasurer. 
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in five years and both bearing 6 per cent. per annum interest, from December 
14, 1892, and payable to the Trustees of the Conference Endowment Fund, re- 
serving the right to pay at any time before maturity. 

These notes were at once turned over by me to Bro. R. J. Jones, Treasurer 
of the Conference Endowment Fund Trustees, as will appear by reference to the 
receipt, herewith presented. 

In conclusion, I would say that my examination into. these matters have 
convinced me that no blame whatever attaches, to our late Bro. Barton. At 
all times he acted honestly and for the best interests of the Trust. His confi- 
dence in men was sometimes misplaced. 

The conduct of Geo. M. Barton, in this affair proves him to bea worthy 
son of a worthy sire, an honorable, upright man, meriting our confidence and 
our esteem,

"MEMOIR OF J. A. ELLIS. 





By Bishop CHAS. Bb. GALLOWAY, D.D. 





The Rey. John Alexander Ellis, was born near Murtreesboro, Tenn., April 
27, 1830, and after a life of singular devoutness and usefulness, died at Moss 
Point, Miss., February 16, 1893. * 

He was the thirteenth of the fifteen children given his oul, parents, all of 
- whom with true Hebrew reverence and joy, were hailed as tokens of diyine 
favor. Few more holy and well ordered homes have blessed the Church and 
world, than the one presided over by Hicks Ellis and Tabitha Gunn. One of 
the daughters—now a devout mother in Israel—says of that happy Tennessee 
home. ‘‘Obedience and reverence were so wisely instilled that they became a 
part of our nature. Our house was the resting place for the tired itinerant, 
and no duties ever prevented the family from attending the week day appoint: 
ments.’ 

At an early age, John entered the employment of his brother, removing 
with him to Huntsville, Ala.,and devoting some years to the mercantile busi- 
ness. In that calling he soon became efficient, and doubtless would have 
achieved large success but for the call of Providence to another and wider 
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sphere. Converted at the age of fourteen, he joined the Methodist Church at 
Huntsville Ala., under the Ministry of Rev. Adam S. Riggs. His espousal of 
Christ was whole hearted, and his devotion ardent and unremitting. The con- 
scientiousness so characteristic of his later years was seen in the activity and 
fidelity of his earliest christian service. 

Soon the voice of God was heard, loud, clear, unmistakable, authoritative, 
calling him to the work of the Ministry. Though disappointing many, and 
well laid plans, and too modestly estimating his possible fitness for so great 
a calling, he cheerfully obeyed and never doubted or regretted the decision 
of that hour. Not long before his translation he said: ‘The thought of any 
other work has never for one moment troubled me since I decided that this 
was my life mission.” And few of the Lord’s prophets ever had less desire for 
worldly applause, or the honors of life, than did this modest, selfdenying, con- 
secrated young man. In order to test his gifts and graces, according to the 
wise and almost universal custom of that day, he was first given license to ex- 
hort. This occurred in May 1849, and in October of the same year, he was 
granted authority to preach, and recommended for admission into the travel- 
ing connection, His ministry was exceptionally fruitful, and he soon became 
generally and generously known for evangelistic zeal and distinguished pasto- 
ral efficiency. From circuit work he was transferred to the Nashville City 
Mission, and to his wise planning and successful evangelism, our Methodism 
there is indebted for several of her strongest churches. He laid. the founda- 
tions on which others have superbly built. 

His last appointment in the Tennessee Conference was Franklin Station, 
where the heritage of his precious memory abides, and where ‘“ his works do 
follow him.” During the late war he entered military service as chaplain of 
the Twentieth Tennessee Regiment and kept heroic step with his brave com- 
rades until their banner was forever furled. One who shared with him the vi- 
cissitudes of many campaigns thus writes: During his service with the Twen- 
tieth Tennessee he bound to him “ with hooks of steel’’ every man in his com- 
mand. He braved the thickest storms of shot and shell in his efforts to succor 
the wounded or console the dying, with a courage and devotion that was truly 
heroic. Tirelessin his vigils at the bedside of the sick and on the march, how 
many times have I seen him dismount and put a lame, sick or tired infantry- 
man into his saddle. He was my mess mate. We ate from the same camp 
chest, slept under the same tree or canvass roof, and rode on or walked side by 
side when on the march. I knew him well and with other comrades surely re- 
gret his death; yet we can rejoice that he has gone to reeeive the rich reward of 
his earnest devotion to duty and to God. In 1863, while serving as an army 
chaplain in Mississippi, he was married to Mrs. 8S. H. Hamilton, near Brandon, 
Miss. Two children were born to them, Rey. H. M. Ellis, of the Mississippi 
Conference, and Mrs. 8. J. Harrison, of Nashville, Tenn. 


In 1865 he transferred to the Mississippi Conference, and here spent the 
rest of his life, honored by his brethren, loved by all and conspiciously useful 
in his ministry. He had some distinguished virtues, but possibly he was best 
known and most admired for the balance and harmony of his faculties, the 
splendid poise and symmetry of his character. Gentleness and strength, tender- 
ness and manliness, considerateness and positiveness, were in bim singularly 
blended. He had the heart of a womanand the will of a martyr, With the 
grace of gentle speech and the warmth of Christly sympathy, he united a firm- 
ness of purpose that never compromised a principle or yielded an honest con- 
viction. For the sorrowing he had a brothers tear; for the suffering a sooth- 
ing hand; for the fallen the largest charity ; for the wayward the largest pa- 
tience; but for the enemies of his Lord, he had a strong arm and a mighty 
blade ‘‘ of heavenly temper keen.’ He was a man of clear reliable judgement. 
His power of analysis made him discriminating, his broad catholicity pre- 
served him from prejudice, but well trained conscience sustained his native 
courage, and his clear conviction gave him firmness and decision, all emi- 
nently fitting him for wise counsel. On this account much of his later min- 
istry was in demand for the presiding eldership. Too self denying ever to be 
controlled by personal ambitions, and too modest to think more highly of him- 
self than he ought, he sought the good of others and not the attainment of 
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private ends. It would have grieved him beyond measure to be suspected of 
selfish or unworthy motives in advising the appointment of any brother, or 
the filling of any station. The one who had his perfect confidence, and who is 
most bereaved in his death, says: ‘‘ He told me that never, but one time dur- 
ing a ministry of nearly forty-five years, did he try to influence his field of la- 
bor, and then because of his first wife’s illness, which he knew to be fatal, he 
asked for a work near the home of her son, where she could be properly cared 
for.’ He was aman of clean lips and chaste speech. Impure words and un- 
generous judgments never fell from his bridled and sanctified tongue. The 
now desolate widow, who for the past nine years has been nearest to him in 
hourly companionship, bears this delightful testimony: ‘I can never recall 
one unkind word, or harsh criticism of anyone from his lips.” 

As a preacher, Bro. Ellis was eminently spiritual, distinctly scriptural, 
positively practical and always helpful. His style was expository, his language 
pure and critically correct, and his manner earnest and reverent. I have often 
thought him especially felicitous in luminous statement, and in the choice of 
apt, strong words. While lacking the graces of an elocutionist, he had the 
charm of unaffected earnestness and sanctified sympathy. One who sat under 
his ministry for a year or more—a member of his congregation—and for whose 
discriminating judgment I have the highest appreciation, thus speaks of him: 
“ Reviewing the pulpit utterances that have helped me, spiritually, I discover 
a large indebtedness to Bro. Ellis.” His sermons fed me. Heseldom preached 
-in my hearing that he did not give me at least one living thought of Christ 
and the christian life. It may not always have been new or original, but the 
impression for good lingered and lingers. Every now and then as the reading 
of a text of Scripture strangely warms me, or a sweet, refreshing, innerview of 
christian life opens before me, I find Bro. Ellis and his ministry are intimately 
associated with it.” Such generous and grateful testimony could, doubtless, 
be given by many others. And that is the true test and fairest measure of gos- 
- pel preaching. 

In November 1884—his wife having died several years before—he was 
married to Miss M. E. Ellis, of Amite City, La., daughter of the late Judge El- 
lis. This was a happy union of hearts and hands for the glory of God. Theirs 
was’ ‘‘ truly a life without clouds ;” consecrated joyously to the service of the 
Church. After an illness of about two weeks, but not thought to be alarming 
until a few days before the end came, the faithful pastor, tender husband, lov- 
ing father, and my hgnored friend of almost flawless character, sweetly fell 
on sleep Februrary 16,1893 in the parsonage at Moss Point, Miss. His son and 
daughter reached there before he passed away. They heard him say with clear 
voice and unclouded faith: ‘‘ There is rest,’’ and saw the weary wheels of life 
stand still. 


We buried him at Amite City, La. He rests with an honored company 


and with them on the worlds’ grandest early morning, will have part in the 
first resurrection.

MEMOIR OF BENJ. JONES. > 





Benjamin Jones was born in Campbell county, Va., December 15,.1809, and 
died at Long Beach, Miss., June 20, 1893. Of his parentage and early life very 


little is known except that his father’s name was John and his mother’s Mag- 


dalene, and that they were both Christians and members ot the Methodist 
Church. In his seventh year the family moved to Kentucky, and in his 
twenty-first year, Benjamin came to Mississippi, locating at Natchez, where he 
engaged in business as a builder. 

The circumstances of his conversion and call to the ministry are not be- 
fore the writer. That both were clear, distinct and satisfactory no one who

knew the man could doubt. It was characteristic of him to settle matters of 
duty deliberately, prayerfully, but once for all. Thus, doubtless, he dealt with 
those grave questions whose determination led to his choice of a life-work. In 
1835, in the class with Elijah Steele and William H. Watkins, he was received 
on trial into the Mississippi Conference, which then embraced also the terri- 
tory of the State of Louisiana. His first pastoral charge was Alexandria. In 
the following year the General Conierence transferred all of Louisiana, except 
the Florida parishes, to the Arkansas Conference, and thus the name of Benja- 
min Jones, who was returned to the same charge, does not appear in the Mis- 
sissippi Conference Minutes until the re-cession of the territory mentioned by 
act of the General Conference of 1840. In the meantime he had been ordained 
deacon at Little Rock, in 1837, and admitted to elder’s orders and ordained at 
Fayetteville, Ark., in 1839. His service in Louisiana, though a hard one, ope- 
rated only to prove his loyalty to the Master and to confirm that rare combi- 
nation of self reliance and faith in God which was one of his most prominent 
characteristics. In that ungrateful soil it was his privilege, while sewing with 
his own hand the seed of the kingdom, to water also that which had been 
planted in the then recent heroic days by Winans, Drake and Clinton. 


If every reader of this sketch were well acquainted with the movement of 
Methodism in‘Mississippi and Louisiana during the last half-century, the Ad- 
vocate might well spare the space for a complete list of Bro. Jones’ appoint- 
ments in the fifty-six years over which his active ministerial life extended. <A 
few only need be mentioned to show the variety and extent of the service 
which he rendered to the church. 


At the Conference of 1840 he was appointed to Woodville Station, in 1841 
to Wilkinson circuit, and in 1842 and 48 to Centenary College and Brandon. 
To this latter work and its associations was due, in some measure, his ardent 
interest in education and his prominent connection with the work of the 
church in that field. During his pastorate here a wonderful revival swept the 
college, and made upon the community an impression which abides to this 
day. In aletter to the presiding elder, B. M. Drake, at the end of his first year, 
Prof. W. H. N. Magruder, of the college faculty, writes as follows: ‘‘ The sub- 
ject that fills my mind most at this time is the return of Bro. Jones to this place. 
His talents command the respect, and his deportment as a minister and friend 
is such as to secure the affection of the young men. They are all anxious to 
have him returned.” 

Among the Mississippi delegates to the eventful @eneral Conference of 
1844 the name of B. Jones appears as alternate. While in attendance upon 
this great convention he was married, on June 11, to Miss R. A. W., daughter 
of Rev. Heman Bangs, pastor of Forsythe street Church, in New York City. 
To this union were born two sons—Stephen and Nathanzl—both successful 
and pious men, the former armerchant in Baton Rouge and the other a lawyer 
- in Chicago. . 

Upon the removal of Centenary College to Jackson, La., Bro. Jones was 
made its agent, having spent the two previous years in charge of .Natchez Sta- 
tion. His work in 1847 and ’48 was Feliciana Circuit, in former of which years 
he established in Jackson the Feliciana Female Seminary, an institution which 
under his prudent management and the tutelage of his gifted wife, had a large 
success, having among its graduates some of the first women of Mississippi and 
Louisiana. Yielding to a conviction that it was not in accordance with the 
spirit of the Discipline for itinerant preachers to engage in private business of 
any kind, he located in 1851, but continued to preach regularly in the churches 
about Jackson, Clinton and Bayou Sara. 


In 1856 he took charge of Port Gibson Collegiate Academy, and having 


been re-admitted into the Conference, was appointed to Port Gibson, Grand 
Gulf and Colored Mission. Subsequently, while connected with the Academy, 
he served various charges in the surrounding country. From 1861 to ’65, the 
school having suspended on account of the war, he was presiding elder of Fay- 
ette District ; the latter year, while on the Brookhaven District, he was elected 
to the General Conference of 1866. While he was pastor of Wesson and Beaure- 
gard charge in 1868, Mrs. Jones died aftera long illness, leaving upon her many 
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former pupils anda large circle of acquantances the impress of a rarely cul-— 
tured and consecrated life. é 

In 1869 he was again called to the presidency of Port Gibson Collegiate 
Academy, and in February of the following year was married to Mrs. M. A. 
Redding, whose daughter, Alice, is the wife of Rev. Q. A. Oates, of the Los 
Angeles Conference. With her he lived happily until her death at Raymond, 
Miss., in 1880. In 1871 he resigned his position in the Academy and returned 
to the pastorate, being appointed to Summit and Magnolia. From this time, 
though indirectly connected for a year or two with Woodville Female Semi- 
nary, he gave himself to pastoral work. 

In 1881 he was married to Mrs. Rebecca Wiley, daughter of E. H. Wailes, 
Esq., of Woodville, who survives him. Bro. Jones’ last pastoral charge was 
Clinton, La., from which at the end of his second year he came to the Conter- 
ence of 1891 and was superannuated at his own request. With characteristic 
forethought, he had arranged to open a school for boys and girls at Long 
Beach on the Gulf coast, and to this work he devoted himself for the next 
eighteen months with all the energy of his earlier manhood. Being unable to 
attend the Conference session*of 1892, he wrote to his brethren an affectionate 
letter, full of gratitude to God for his abiding grace, and closing in his own 
quaint way, ‘‘ Permit me to say, brethren, Glory to God.” 

The last days of Bro. Jones’ life were calm and peaceful. The Sunday be- 
fore his last on earth, though quite unwell, he went as usual to the house of 
God. A large congregation was present expecting service by anothr; but, 
as he was unable to preach, Bro. Jones, at his requést, went into the pulpit 
and for half an hour spoke out of a full heart in his clear, practical way on the 
Golden Text of the morning’s Sunday School lesson: ‘‘ Not slothful in busi- 
ness, fervent in spirit, serving the Lord.” It was a congenial topic, and the 
words spoken were with the power and uncition of the Spirit. The congrega- 
tion were gravely attentive, softened and subdued in the presence of one who 
had daily lived before them in the higher Christian ‘life he was portraying. 
For several days folowing he worked in the garden, as was his custom, and 
helped about the house, but toward the end of the week his illness assumed a 
form which made necessary a painful and dangerous operation. From this, 
owing to his unwonted vigor and strictly temperate habit, he rallied, but fever 
setting in, he gradually grew worse, and died at mid-day June 20, 1893. 

When told by the physician that the end was near, he said calmly: ‘1 
do not feel like a dyigg man; I am not afraid to die, but can not believe my 
work is done.” He had long prayed that he might have a quiet death, and 
those who gathered about bis bedside felt that the prayer was answered. - To 
die was alljhe had to do. To his wife, and to-his son, Stephen, who had come 
in answer toa telegram, he gave a few directions as to his burial, dictated a 
letter to his younger son in Chicago, and one to Bro. Thornton concerning his 
superannuate’s portion, and tried to send a message to his brethren but his 
strength failing, he straitened himself! in bed and waited for the summons. 

In the evening of the last day a neighbor sang for him a favorite hymn, 
‘* Amazing grace, how sweet thesound.” At the last verse he raised his hands 
and feebly tried to shout. A little while after as he lay looking upward, the 
gates of heaven seemed to be thrown wide open, . 

. . . ‘And from a happy place 
God’s glory smote him on the face,”’ 

When one of the watchers in awed tones exclaimed: ‘‘ How beautiful” he 
answered faintly: ‘‘Shining, shining.” Again they sanga song of Christian 
triumph, 

‘Thy saints in all this glorious war . . 
Shall conquer, though they die,” 
and again the light flooded his countenance, and God’s presence filled the 
room. Thus conscious to the last, with heaven all about him, he fell asleep in 
Jesus, and was laid to rest at the cemetery at Woodville. 

The barest outline of hfe so long and so eminently useful as that of Bro. 
Jones touches the limit of the ordinary obituary; but a few words may be 
added as showing more particularly his character and the estimation in which 
he was held by more than one generation of good men, 
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Writing of him in his earlier life, Prof. Magruder says: ‘I first met Bro. 
Jones at my brother-in-law’s Dr. Drake’s, in 1836, and was greatly impressed 
with the earnestness of his convictions and the courage of his purpose to 
‘master the assigned course of study and to make of himself what he became, a 
true, faithful and efficient worker in the Lord’s vineyard. You ask my es- 
timate of the man and the minister. I have never risen spiritually to the 
measure of Bro. Jones’ Christian life, and could not adequately éxpress my 
own estimate of his character. I never knew a purer man, nora character 
more equable nor better poised. He possessed, and in all the relations of life 
exhibited, all the qualities of a true man. As husband, father, friend, he 
lacked not one. JIalways classed him among the very best preachers of our 
church. As asermonizer, he was logical, spiritual, with an unaffected earnest- 
ness that was impressive without the slightest approach to fanaticism. He 


was remarkable for the purity of his English, and his delivery, though unpre- 


tentious, was in what I have always considered the highest syle of oratory.” 
From an acquaintance which began nearly forty years afterward, Bishop 
Galloway writes: : 
‘He had clear conceptions. What he claimed to know, he knew well. 
His range of thought was not as wide as that of some others, but I have known 


no man more accurate in knowledge, or more perspicuous in’ statement. His 


distinct, deliberate enunciation indicated the clearness of his conceptions and 
the firmness of his convictions of’ truth. On these convictions he would stand 
to martyrdom. He was a model of manly and ministerial dignity, agreeable 
as a companion, prudent as a pastor, and in every relation of life Above sus- 
spicion or complaint. He was scrupulously careful as to his financial credit. 
He avoided debt as he would flee from the wrath to come. There will be no 
claim against the estate of Benjamin Jones. Bro. Jones was.a theologian. He 
had mastered the ‘standards,’ and made them hisown. Though an indepen- 
dent thinker, he never aped originality nor posed asa reformer. Subscribing 
to the doctrines of Methodism, he stated them luminously, and illustrated 
them in his own modest, consistent, consecrated life.” 

Bro. Jones was a model superannuate. In this difficult relation he bore 
himself with sweetness and dignity. Hewas helpful to his pastors, visited 
the sick, and worked for the Master without compensation, giving no sign of 
weariness or complaint. In addition to teaching through the week, he 
preached regularly once, and often twice a day, on three Sundays in the 
month. Honoring the past, loyal to the “ old paths,” he yet trusted the church 
and looked with steady faith to the future. 

Of his life-work, that which seems most rare and instructive is what he 
did for education. With but few advantages in early life, he was an honored 
agent in the school work of the church; he helped to lay the foundation of 
Centenary College; built up two flourishing schools for young women, and was 
largely instumental in securing the conveyance of the original Whitworth Col- 
lege property to the Mississippi Conference. He was the contemporary in 
more than years of three generations of great.and .odly men, and through a 
long life stood abreast with every advance movement of the church. 

As a man, he was.eminent for personal integrity and love of truth. During 
the Conference of 1891 he said to Bro. Perry Drake and this writer: ‘‘ If either 


.of you should be called on to write my obituary, I want you to be sure to avoid | 


the common error of giving undue praise. I want the truth and nothing but 
the truth told of me.” 
As a Christian, he was characterized by the satisfying fullness of his faith 


in God. As early as 1839, writing to his friend, B. M. Drake, he thanked him. 
- for counsel which had settled his views of the doctrine and experience of sanc- 
_ tification. Whatever may be thought of this higher spiritual attainment there 


is no doubt that when God called Benjamin Jones into his service he called all 
of him, and the whole man answered: ‘‘ Here am I.” For more than three- 


score years he walked with God, as friend with friend, and then, like Enoch, 


“ he was not, for God took him.” ‘‘ Mark the perfect man, and behold the up- 
right, for the end of that man is peace.” |

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MEMOIR OF REV.'T. Y. ARMSTRONG. 





Rey. Thomas Young Armstrong, oldest son of Andrew and Sarah Arm- 
strong, was born in Bullock county, Ga., August 21, 1812, and peacefully fell on 
sleep on the morning of March 7, 1893. 


The father was a farmer of moderate means, and young Thomas early be- 


came disciplined in the use of the plow and hoe. Pushing their way westward 
with the tide of emigration, he was kept from school advantages, except such 
as could be had from the “ village school.” But his parents left to him a leg- 
acy richer than houses and lands—a legacy of an unspotted family record, and 


-adeeply pious example; the blessings of a home where the first thoughts of 


childhood were thoughts of God and his Christ, and the first lispings were ac- 
cents of prayer. He was of staunch Methodist parentage. His family has 
given many preachers to the Methodist Church, not a few of whom are men of 
superior ability. Rev. T. Y. Armstrong, of the Alabama Advocate, is arrela- 
tive. His ministerial relatives are scattered from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 

In 1835 young Armstrong attended a meeting near Allinton, Wilcox 
county, Ala., where he professed religion, and ever after that his conversion was 
an undoubted fact of his hfe’s history. It was through the preaching of Rey. 
Jas. Shaw that this change was wrought. | 

For some time he debated a call to the ministry, but finally yielded, and 


-in-May of 1841 he was licensed to preach by the Quarterly Conference of the 


Cedar Creek Circuit, Alabama Conference, and in December of the same year 
he was admitted on trial into the Alabama Couference, which met at Mobile. 
During the year of 1842 he traveled the Kemper Circuit, and in 1843 he was on 
the Lauderdale Circuit. During this year he met, wooed and wed Miss 
Amanda S&S. Simmons, of Sumpter connty, Ala., who was, indeed, a helpmate 
for him. She has been the silent. partner in all his labors, and has shared his 
joys and sorrows alike. She now gazes in silence at the vacant chair, made 
dearer by nearly fifty years of companionship. Nine children were born of 


this union. 
Our sainted brother has served charges from which he received less than. 


$70, and has often lived and supported his family on less than $250 per year, 


_and yet, by the care of his wife—for she has been ‘‘ business manager” of the 
home—they have never allowed one dollar’s worth of goods to be charged to ~ 
them. 

He was ordained deacon by Bishop James O. Andrew, at Wetumpka, Ala-. 


bama, in 1845, and was ordained elder by Bishop Paine. at Montgomery, Ala- 
bama, in 1847. 

The following gives the places and dates of his ministerial labors: Kem- 
per circuit, 1842; Lauderdale circuit, 1843; Fayetteville circuit, 1844, Win- 
chester circuit, 1845; Pascagoula circuit, 1846; Lower Peach Tree circuit, 1847 ; 
Winchester Colored Mission, 1848; Gaston circuit, 1849 and 1850; Lower Peach 
Tree circuit, 1851; Lauderdale circuit, 1852; Gaston circuit, 1853 and 1854; 


Lower Peach Tree circuit, 1855; Gaston Colored Mission, 1856; Arcola Colored — 


Mission, 1857. At the close of the Conference year 1857, he was located at his 
own request, but was re-admitted into the Mississippi Conference in December 
of 1870, and traveled the Decatur Mission in 1871; Enterprise circuit, 1872, 
1873, and 1874 ; Chunkey circuit, 1875; Marion circuit, 1876 and 1877; De Kalb 
circuit, 1878; Shady Grove Mission, 1879; Philadelphia circuit, 1880; Shady 


/ 


Grove Mission, 1881; Enterprise circuit, 1882. December 16, 1882, he asked for 


and obtained a superannuated relation. 

It will be seen trom the above list that three years of his ministerial labors 
were spent asa Missionary to the slaves. In his latter years he reflected over 
this part of his labors with a great deal of satisfaction. The unquestioning 
manner in which the “brother in black” received the truth delighted this 
Missionary. As long as strength permitted him to preach he preached to the 
negroes as often as occasion allowed. Raa 

As a student he was aman of two books—the Bible and hymn book. He

_ never thought that Christianity needed any aid from science,” A “thus saith — 
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the Lord,’ was all the authority he wanted. But few preachers are more 
familiar with the Bible than he was. When in his strength his voice was 
strong and clear, and his gospel songs have strangely warmed many a soul. I 
have not known anyone who retained such a store of hymns in his memory. 
- In his last illness, when he seemed unconscious of all things about him, I, sit- 
ting at his side with open hymn book, would read the first two lines of most 
any hymn. He would then take up the remaining lines, and would sometime 
go over the remaining verses. 

As a pastor, he was painstaking, looking well after every detail of the 
work. He“believed that it was easier to form character than to reform. it; 
therefore, looked well after the children. He was familiarly called “ Uncle 
Tommie” by the young people. His preaching was practical, spiritual and 
scriptural. He has witnessed many revivals as the fruits of his preaching. To 
preach was to him a joy, and he preached with as much fervor to ten as to a 
hundred. Once, on a cold Sunday morning, he went to Church and found a 
congregation of one—a young man. Bro. Armstrong preached to this audience. 
’ The young man afterward became a lawyer, and died in Meridian ; but he never 
forgot this sermon, which infiuenced him until the day of his death. 

Below I add the testimony of afew friends of our glorified brother, who 
have known him long and intimately : 

Rey. RB. 8. Woodward writes: “As a child, I knew him as the faithful 
pastor of my father’s family—an earnest preacher, mighty in prayer; an inces- 
sant worker in the vineyard of God.”’ ‘While he made no compromise with 
sin, but preached the terrors of Sinai, there was a vein of tenderness that 

melted the sinner’s heart into contrition.’ 
Dr. T..S. West writes: ‘He was patient and painstaking in youth, bold 
and fearless in middle manhood, gentle and sweet spirited in old age.’ 

Rev. George Bancroft writes: ‘“I neyer knew a more sincere Christian 
minister in my life. He always grew on me. His memory is as ointment 

poured forth.” 

Bro. Armstrong grew old beautitully. He was as sweet spirited at eighty 
as at twenty-eight. He did not believe that the brightest days of the Church 
were in the past. He gloried in her prosperity. He often said that he helped 
to fell the trees, and now the younger brethren were cultivating the ground. 
His was a life of labor. Living at a time when our preachers preached every 
day, save one, he traveled circuits with thirty, or more, appointments, which 
covered an area as large as or larger than a presiding elder’s district. He never 
missed an annual session of his Conference. Once, while on his way, his horse 
felland broke the rider’s leg, which detained him for a day; but he answered 
to roll call. Icount it one of the great blessings of life to have been associated. 
with him for fifteen months. During this time he anxiously awaited the end. 
His eyesight became so dim he could not read, and his mind so weak he could 
not think; but kneeled in family prayer night and morning, though often in 
silence ; yet he went through the form and observed the spirit. Though gasp- 
ing for breath, he got strength enough to leave the dying testimony, ‘“‘ I have ~ 
finished my course, I have kept the faith,” and then peacefully entered into 
rest—the reward of a quiet, though glorious life.

The number of 
matriculates for the present session to date Is sixty-six, of whom forty-five are 
in the regular College classes. 

The professors and teachers have been competent and faithful, and the 
study, order and progress of the students have generally been admirable. Six 
young men of fine attainments were graduated at the last Commencement, one 
of whom went immediately into the itineracy, and another has been licensed 
to preach and is now a student of the Theological department in Vanderbilt 


_ University. A member of the present senior class comes up at this session to

At the last Commencement the Board of Trust tried the experiment of 
free tuition, charging only a small admission fee, but cannot say that the re- 
sults are likely to prove the step taken to have been a wise one.

REPORT NO. {[--COMMITTEE ON MEMORIALS TO GENERAL CON- 
FERENCE. 


Resi, That we do hereby memorialize the General Conference meeting 
in May, 1894 as follows: * 
1. That such legislation be had as will give to the Bishops and General : 
Board of Missions as definite control of the whole. system of evangelism among 


us as is consistent with our economy. 


To this end we suggest that provision be made for two classes of evangel- 
ists, to be known respectively as General Evangelists and Conference Evangel- 


ists, or to be designated by some similarly distinctive and appropriate terms. 


As to the first of these we suggest that such laws be enacted as will give - 
to the General Board of Missions the sole prerogative of recommending suita- 
ble persons to do the work of general evangelists, subject to the appointment 
of the Bishops; said Board to have entire control of all funds raised by or itor 

said evangelists ; ; said Board to be empowered to fix and to provide for the 
amount necessary -to the support of each of said evangelists.

3. For legislation requiring preachers in charge to give time and care to 
the instruction of persons applying for membership i in our church in the duties 
thereof before bringing them into full fellowship with God’s people; adding for 
this purpose a paragraph to section IV. of chapter 3 on Duties of Preachers in

Within the borders of our own State are many persons, both white and 
colored, who are without Bibles. Especially is this true of the children of 
both races. We know that the cause of Christ will never prosper as we hope 
to see it prosper, until we make Bible readers of our people. 

The American Bible Society has undertaken the very important work of 
placing a copy ol the Bible in the hands of every Sunday School scholar in the 
land who can read; and it desires all who feel an interest in the salvation ot 
souls and the promotion of the Master’s cause to assist in this great work. The 
Sunday School Board of the Mississippi Conference has taken up this good 

_ work, but there seems to be a lack of co-operation on the part of the preachers 
- to that extent which the necessity of the case demands. 

The American Bible Society is doing a wonderful work in foreign fields. 
In addition to supplying the missionaries with Bibles and Testaments free of 
charge, it has many hundred agents and colporters employed in these fields 
for the purpose of circulating the word of God among the benighted. 

By resolution passed at the last session of the Mississippi Conference, the 
month of October last was set apart as a time for each pastor to take a collec- 
tion in each congregation in his charge for this cause.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 


To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Conference, of the M. FE. Church South : 


_Fatuers AND BretHren: Some few years ago, the first State Convention 
looking to the prohibition of the liquor traffic in the State was providentially 
called, and the political movement was inaugurated under the most favorable 
circumstances. Many of our wisest and best men responded to the call, a deep 
and lasting interest was developed and an inspiring enthusiasm kindled, the 
influence of which is still felt. The resolutions then introduced and adopted 
demanded the demolition of the strong holds of the liquor traffic, and the dis- 
continuance of the open saloon system within the limits of the State. Since 
then these measures, conservative aud peacable, have been stressed and 
pressed, with the most remarkable results. 

It is hard to discuss the liquor traffic with anything like patience, and yet 


meet the publicity of all temperance movements before us, we find that we | 
have sometimes failed because of hasty and inconsiderate measures devised 


and the intemperate agitation for temperance reform. In this State the wise 


_ policy inaugurated and pursued, has resulted in the suppressing of the saloon 


in all except six counties in Mississippi. Local option has accomplished this 
reform and local option is equal to the task. So far, the political and social 
movement has been, as arule, unattended with any success of violence or 
wrong. The conscience of the people has been aroused, and in all the recent 
elections has manfully impressed itself for the right. It goes without saying, 
that our church has always been in sympathy and harmony with the tempe- 
rance reform movement. It. gives us great pleasure to bear testimony to the 
devotion of our preachers and their steady and steadtast loyalty to the cause. 
Our church is a temperance church. It needs no aids to give it the importance 
it enjoys as a factor in all its purposes. It is a prohibition church. It pro- 
hibits the use of spiritous liquors as a beverage, and on that rock it has planted 
itself for a century, with the promise that the gates of Hell shall not prevail 
against it. Wecan only recommend, therefore, that our preachers and people 
continue as they have begun and take no step backward.

hood hereinafter deseribed. 
CONSTITUTION. 


Articte J, This organization shall be known as the Brotherhood of Tray- 
eling Preachers of the } Mississippi Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 


ee Church, South. 


Arr. IT. Every effective traveling preacher of said Mississippi Conference, 
not over fifty years of age, shall be eligible to membership.

Art. V. The officers of said Brotherhood shall consist of a President, a 
Vice-President, a Secretary, a Treasurer and such other oflicers as may be from 
time to time appointed. 

Art. VI. The officers of said Brotherhood shall be elected quadrennially 
at the time and place of the meeting of Annual Conference, by receiving a plu- 
rality of the votes - by those present, and shall serve without compensa- 
tion. 

Arr, VII. ae Phall be the duty of each beneficiary member upon official 
notice of the death of a member, to remit to the Treasurer an assessment of 
$5.00, and of each honorary member an assessment of $1.00. Ii any member 
shall fail to pay said assessment within sixty days after the call of the Secre- 
tary, he shall be deprived, by suspension of all benefits of the Brotherhood, 
and if said assessment shall not have been paid within four months, such de- 
linquency shall work a forfeiture of membership. 


Art. VIII. No part of the foregoing Constitution shall be Pe iges or |

BY- LAWS.
